erected to the first settlers of Hartford, in Center Church Cemetery 


He was a soldier in the Pequot War i 
juror in Hartford in 1641. He removed oe ae yr Resa Wm. 
Pratt, to Saybrook, Conn., in 1645 or 1646. In 1647 he was appointed 
by the General Court, in company with Capt. John Mason, to carry 
on the building of the fort at Saybrook. 

He was one of the nineteen petitioners to C i 
the Charter secured by Governor Winthrop. tee Chae enaid 
den in the famous Charter Oak, and is now in a fine state of preser- 
vation in a glass front safe in the State Capitol at Hartford. John 
Clarke was one of the most prominent citizens of Saybrook. There 
séems to have been a division of the church in 1662 or 1683, and he, 
with a number of others, moved to Norwich, Conn., and established a 
church there. 


Shortly after this, he removed to Milford, Conn., where his 
brother George was living, and September 24, 1665, he received his 
dismissal from the church in Norwich, and was admitted to the 
church in Milford, where he died, leaving a will made in 1673. He 
was a large land owner. 

“On June 4, 1673, Mr. John Clarke and Sergeant Daniel Bucking- 
ham were ordained Ruling Elders.” Mr. Clarke died February 5, 1674. 
(Quoted from Milford Church Records.) 


All the facts given in regard to the first five generations in this 
record, are taken from copies of family records furnished me by 
Mr. John E. Bull, of Centerbrook, Conn., and Mr. Henry I. Clarke, of 
Saybrook, Conn., without whose courteous help it is doubtful if this 
record could have been compiled. 


Mr. Henry Clark’s record extends as far as Beaumont Clark, 
my great great great grandfather; and Mr. Bull’s record, as far as 
Alyin Clark, my great-grandfather, and his daughter, Helen Clark. 
The record in possession of Mrs. A. C. Abbott, of Warren, Ill, third 
wife of my great-grandfather, Alvin Clark, begins with dates 
for Beaumont Clark II., and descendants, but also gives names of his 
ancestors, as follows: Beaumont Clark, Nathaniel Clark, and John 
Clark. 

All western records, taken from the Alvin Clark Bible at War- 
ren, Ill., correspond so closely with the eastern records of Mr. Bull 
and Mr. Clark, as to leave no room for doubt that their record com- 
pletes ours. The record in the Warren Bible was begun by Beau- 
mont Clark I1., father of Alvin Clark, and ia very incomplete. 

In every instance I have carefully compared the different copies 
which have come into my possession, and have taken every possible 
precaution against mistakes. HELEN MYERS KYBFS.

England, is not known. He reached Newtowne, Mass., in 1632, 
and died at Milford, Conn., on February 5, 1674. He resided suc- 
cessively at Hartford, Saybrook, Norwich, and Milford, Conn. He 
had four children by his first marriage, and was married a second 
time to Mrs. Mary Ward Fletcher. They had no children. All that 
has been learned of his life, from town and church records, has been 
given in the previous pages.
